Carolers 
Were Once 
Dancers 


The first Christmas carols 
were danced to, according to 
Eneyclopedia International 
Carolers took hands and form- 
ed a ring, singing as they went 
round 

Oldest of all carols, it has 
been said, was that sung by 
the heavenly host when the 
birth of the Saviour was an 
nounced to the shepherds on 
the plains of Bethlehem, Prob/ 
ably, the practice of singing 
carols at Christmas arose in 
imitation of this,as the major- 
ity of carols declared the good 
tidings of great joy, and the 
title of Noel, nowell or novelle, 
applied to carols, would seem 
to bear out this idea 


Birthday News... 
Nowell” or “Noel means 
birthday news or a “shout of 
joy” for the birth of Christ 
rhe earliest carols were 
onus of the Nativity, the In 
carnation and the Annuncia 
tion. Later, ones on shepherd 
themes and the Epiphany were 
composed, and there were also 
many of folk origin on the fes- 


tivities of the Christmas sea 
son 

These latter included such 
songs as “The Holly and The 


Ivy.’ Many of the surviving old 
carols were originally part of 
the medieval mysteries and 
miracle play 


Kirst in Latin... 

Christmas carols first were 
written in scholar’s Latin, The 
Blessed Jacopone of. Todi, of 
the Franciscan order, led the 
Way to a wider enjoyment and 
appreciation of joyous Christ- 
Mas songs by writing musical 
poems in the language of the 
common people 

The saint, who lived from 
about 1230 to 13806 A.D., had a 
good precedent for his interest 
in carols in St. Francis him- 
self. To St. Francis is traced 
the creation of the first creche 
or manger scene, in 1223 A.D. 
Villagers gathered around the 
scene and sang hymns to the 
Christ Child 


~The Boar’s Head’... 
“The boar’s head in hand 
bear I, 
Bedecked with bays and 
rosemary.” 

“The Boar's Head Carol,” 
source of this quotation, ap- 
peared in the first collection 
of English carols, printed in 
1521, and is still sung on 
Christmas Day at Queens Col- 


lege, Oxford. 

Other colleges of Oxford had 
their own versions of the same 
sone, "The boar is dead; lo, 
here is his head,’ remarked 
the carol sung at St. John’s, 
While “The boar's head in 
hand I bring, With garlands 
vay and birds singing” was the 
version heard at Balliol 

Even in early times, the 
“boar” romantically referred 
to as traditional at the feast 
Was probably a pig. The wild 
boar is believed to have been 
extinct in Britain early in the 
12th century 


Feast of Stephen... 

“Good Kine Wenceslas 
looked out on the feast of 
Stephen.” 

This familiar carol com- 
mfmorates two famous men 
One is King Wenceslas, who 
ruled in Bohemia in the 10th 
century A.D, He was noted for 
his generosity to the poor, and 
practiced this generosity on 
Christmas and on St. Ste- 
phen's Day, December 26. 

St. Stephen was the first 
Christian martyr, noted in 
legend as a follower of Christ 
who, at the time of the Nativ- 
ity, had been in the service of 
King Herod, When he was per- 
mitted to see the Star, he left 
Herod to serve the Child 

Today the “feast of Stephen” 
is remembered primarily be- 
cause of the carol, "Good King 
Wenceslas.” His day is now 
more commonly observed, es- 
pecially in England and Can- 
ada, as Boxing Day, when 
presents are given to servants 
and others who have rendered 
services throughout the year. 


Shepherd Maiden... 

Shepherds are familiar fig- 
ures in Christmas stories and 
such as “While Shep- 
herds Watched Their Flocks 
by Night 

More novel, but equally es- 
tablished in tradition, is the 
story of the shepherdess who 
visited the stable on the first 
Christmas night 

D'ou viens-tu, bergere?” 
‘or,’"Whence Come You, Shep- 
herd Maiden?": was brought 
to Canada in the 17th century, 
by early French settlers, In the

With Symbolic Meanings 


The traditional colors of the 
Christmas season are red and 
green, Yet these colors have 
meant different things to dif- 
ferent people over the ages. 
Color has been used as the 
symbol of abstract ideas from 
time immemorial, 

In early and medieval Chris- 


tian art colors had a mystic or ~ 


symbolic meaning. Red ‘indi- 
cated passion, In its good sense 
it was a symbol of divine en- 
ergy and love and the creative 
power of the Holy Spirit; in its 
bad sense it was a sign of hate. 
In that meaning it became an 
emblem of Satan. 

Emerald green is often the 
symbol of hope and growth in 
many Christian paintings. 

Colors played an important 
role in medieval magic and su- 
perstition, For example, the 
famous “philosopher's store,” 
which the alchemists thought 
would turn base metals into 
gold and cure all diseases, was 
thought to be colored red, ac- 
cording to the Encyclopedia 
Americana. Red was also a 
favorite curative color in more 
recent superstitions. 

In Indonesia, the people 
think a piece of bright red 
coral will keep its owner's 
teeth in good order, and there 
are people everywhere who are 
sure that a person owning a 
ruby will live to a ripe old age. 

Green was a sacred color 
among the ancient and medi- 
eval Egyptians who wore it as 
a symbol of hope and the joy

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Cards Came 
Late in Yule 
‘Traditions 


Many of today’s Christmas 
traditions began somewhere 
in the dim past, but the prac- 
tice of exchanging greeting 
cards is just a little over a cen- 
tury old. 

In 1848 William Maw Begley, 
a “starving” young English 
artist, came up with the idea 
of designing a Christmas card 
‘and reproducing it on pieces 
of pasteboard for the public to 
buy. 

Egley's card showed a fam- 
ily Christmas dinner, formal 
dance, skating, carolers, alms- 
giving, a Punch and Judy show 
and other aspects of a cele- 
bration resembling the one in 
Charles Dickens’ “The Christ- 
mas Carol,” published a few 
years previously. Unfortunate- 
ly, Egley’s friends were not en- 
thusiastic about his idea. 

New Year's Apology ; 

The “daddy” of all holiday 
cards was designed and etch- 
ed in 1812 by J, A, Boerner, 
a young Londoner, who wanted 
to apologize to friends for his 
failure to pay a New Year's 
Day vitit, Mr. Boerner’s card 
made it clear he was tied to his 
home by depicting him with 
his coat caught in the locked 
doorway of his house, 

In 1843, Sir Henry Cole, a 
busy English “missionary” of 
culture, hit upon the idea of 
sending out little missives at 
Christmas. John Calcott Hors- 
ley of the Royal Academy, fa- 
mous for his campaign against 
nude art, designed the cards 
and Sir Henry sent out 1000 to 
friends, 

It wasn't until the early 
1860's that cards were issued 
for general distribution by a 
large English publishing com-

Even though Sanva is some- 
times pictured as traveling by 
rocket or by jet plane, his fav- 


orite mode of transportation | 


still seems to be the famous 
reindeer-drawn sleigh. The 
only wonder is that he can re- 
main as jolly as he tradition- 
ally is, When he has to cover 
the world in one night, deliv- 
ering gifts by the billions, 

Perhaps the explanation 
may be found in the number 
of helpers he has, and also in 
the fact that Christmas Eve is 
not his only day for delivering 
gifts. 

St. Nicholas, a real bishop, 
was the first “Santa,"” Many 
legends grew up around his 
name, and many centuries af- 
ter his death on December 6, 
about 342 A.D., he was hon- 
ored as a friend to the young. 
December 6 became “Chil- 
dren's Day,” and St, Nicholas, 
traveling by horse, brought 
gifts to reward children for 
good behavior, 

Although Santa has to a 
large extent replaced St, Nich- 
olas, in some European coun- 
tries children still await the 
arrival of the bishop on the 
night of December 5, and set 
out shoes filled with hay and 
sarrots for his horse. 


In Seandinavian and some 
other countries, Santa gets an 
assist from St. Lucy, who is 
responsible for the distribu- 
tion of gifts on her day, De- 
cember 13. 

Christmas comes after 
Christmas to many homes in 
France and French Canada, 
where the old tradition of giv- 
ing gifts to children on New 
Year's day is observed, There's 
a resemblance to Christmas in 
the placing of gifts beside the 
fireplace, often in stockings. 

Even then, the Santa season 
isn't finished, Many Spanish 
children expect the Three 
Kings to bring them gifts on 
Epiphany, January 6, They, 


too, set out shoes filled with. 


Whatever the gift-giving 
date, Santa has a host of help- 
ers to lighten his load. In ad- 
dition to St. Lucy, Seandina- 
vian countries have the Tom- 
tar, little grav bearded men 
who are said tc nide gifts for 
boys and girls on Christmas 
Eve, The Christ Child or Krist- 
kind brings the gifts in many 
countries. 

In Italy the traditional gift- 
giver is Befana, sometimes de- 
scribed as a benevolent fairy 
and sometimes as a _ witch. 
Legend says that she misdi- 
rected the Magi or that she 
refused shelter to the holy 
family. Now she goes around 
the world, in repentance, seek- 
ing the Christ Child and do- 
ing good to children on Christ-
